HOUSING BILL SIGNED BY IKE 
Conferees O.K. 
Roads Measure 


It Calls For Added $1,800,000,000 
In U.S.-State Funds This Year 


Washington (ilV-President Eisenhower signed the $1,850,- 
000,000 housing bill Tuesday and the highway construction 
bill got past an important hurdle. 
But action on a third 
on a tnird im­ 
portant bill aimed at offset­ 
ting the recession, a proposal 
to grant up to a billion dol­ 
lars in loans for municipal 
public works, was delayed in 
the Senate until April 14. 
The senate v oted 41-39 for 
the delay. 
The 
highway 
b i l l 
was 
agreed on by Senate-House 
conferees in a form retaining 
a senate prov ision for con­ 
trol of billboards on the in­ 
terstate network of r o a d s . 
The measure is counted on 
to prov ide 88,000 new jobs 
this year. It is designed to 
put an additional $1,800,000,- 
000 in federal-state funds into 
roadbuilding this year. 
The three major actions on 


the anti-recession front came, 
by coincidence, on a day that 
elder statesman Bernard Ba­ 
ruch pleaded against red-ink 
financing and denounced talk 
of a tax reduction as folly. 
Eisenhower mixed approba­ 
tion and criticism in a mes­ 
sage to Congress saying he 
was signing the housing bill, 
the first major measure of 
this congressional session di­ 
rected against the economic 
slump. 
Feels Rate Too Low 
The 
President 
indicated, 
without saying it in so many 
words, that he thought the 
bill’s prov ision for a 4%% in­ 
terest rate on GI mortgages 
too low. He said the rate 
should be “ sufficiently flexi­ 
ble’’ to attract priv ate capi­ 
tal.

Petitions Fall Short

A Free Ha nd 


The petitio ns seeking a v o te o n the city ’s 
pro po sed street impro v ement lev y a re a l­ 
mo st certa in to fa ll sho rt o f their ma rk. By 
the time the electio n co mmissio ner’s o ffice 
a nd the city leg a l depa rtment co mpleted 
their wo rk, so me 92 0 na mes ha d been inv a li­ 
da ted o ut o f the to ta l 2 ,2 6 5 petitio n sig ners. 
This lea v es the City Council free to do a s 
it desires. It can go ahead with its street 
improvement lev y or 
it could still call for 
an election. The levy 
is already established 
in the form of an or­ 
dinance. It will be a part of the financing 
for a street improvement program to cost 
so me $16 million. Federal funds and money 
received by the city from the state gaso­ 
line ta x a nd 
auto registration fees will make 
up the balance. 
Members o f the City Co uncil no w ha v e a 
v ery difficult decisio n to ma ke. In their 
minds, they must decide wha t is best fo r 
the city a s a who le. As their v o te o n the 
impro v ement lev y o rdina nce sho ws, the 
Co uncil feels tha t the lev y is essentia l fo r 
Linco ln’s dev elo pment. 
Without this levy , the streets will continue 
to deteriorate and no new facilities will be 
added to a sy stem that has grown little in 
comparison with the rapid increase in traf­ 
fic volume. A great many losses could be 
counted from the loss of the levy . 
★ 
To hold an election on the proposed levy 
would create the possibility of this Joss. The 
possible defeat of the issue at the polls is 
actually the only reason the Council has 
against this procedure. 
But if the issue is not put to a \ote, there 
will be a great deal of dissatisfaction with 
the city and a growing feeling that the 
Council does not represent the people. We 


endo rse the improvement levy as heartily 
as a ny member of the Council but we ca n­ 
not justify opposition to a n election from 
fear of defeat. 
★ 
Granted, the referendum petitions are 
ex pected to be declared legally insufficient 
and the charter under which this determina­ 
tion stems was drafted for the guidance of 
the Council. 
But this does not destroy the 
intent of the people who signed these peti­ 
tions. One ex pects the use of legal techni­ 
calities in the courtroom but the intent of 
the law is just as important to elected pub­ 
lic officials. 
One pa rt o f the la w a lso wo rks to * the dis­ 
a dv a nta g e o f the petitio ners. Once the peti­ 
tio ns a re submitted, the circula to rs a re no t 
permitted to bring in a dditio ns to it. On 
the o ther ha nd, tho se o ppo sed to the petitio n 
mo v e ma y . ha v e quite a lo ng time to wo rk 
up withdra wa ls o f na mes fro m the petitio ns. 
In this case, 176 withdrawals have now 
been 
secured 
and 
under 
circumstances 
where claims of pres­ 
sure, whether founded 
or 
unfounded, 
have 
been made. Certainly , 
the City Council took 
plenty of time in processing the petitions— 
time which could be spent in securing with­ 
drawals. 
And while the referendum move­ 
ment 
may 
fail, t h e r e 
are 
now 
re­ 
ports that an initiative petition will be cir­ 
culated to force enactment of an ordinance 
repealing the improvement levy ordinance. 
Whether the move against the improve­ 
ment levy is spite work, politics or what- 
have-y ou, it has furthered a growing lack 
of confidence in the Council. It would seem 
that this confidence could best be restored 
through an election on the improvement 
levy .
